On Sunday, January 30, 2005, Sergeant John Harris, Sergeant Rick Smith and Lieutenant 
Curtis Jensen of the Internal Affairs Bureau responded to the Sheriffs Department command 
post at the comer of Lomita and Avalon Boulevard in the city of Los Angeles. IAB Investigators were 
tasked with conducting an administrative review into the circumstances surrounding a deputy 
involved shooting.

Injuries: 

On 02-02-2005, Dr. Yulai Wang, of the Los Angeles County Coroner's Office s conducted an autopsy 


of Suspect Marvin Daniel Vasquez. Dr. Wang indicated the suspect had a total of five separate and 
distinct gunshot wounds. The cause of death was ascribed to multiple gunshot wounds, Refer to 
Homicide Investigation, Autopsy Report, beginning on page 77. 


Physical Evidence, Evidence Held: 

A knife was recovered from the #1 south bound lane of Avalon Boulevard. A 5' Garden rake with 

a white wood handle and black metal prongs was located in the front yard of the residence uu 
Additionally six (6) expended 9 mm shell casing. Head stamped "Win 9mm 

luger," were located at the scene, Refer to Homicide Investigation, Evidence List beginning on 

page 71 and Crime Scene Diagram, page 73. 


Investigators Observations, Scene Description: 


This section of Avalon Boulevard is located in the city of Wilmington. It is a heavily traveled four lane 
street that runs in a north/south direction. There is a double solid line separating north and south lanes 
of Avalon Boulevard. It is primarily a residential area with apartment buildings, duplexes and single 
family residences on both the east and west sides of the street. It is bordered by Bonds Street to 
the north and 246th Street to the south. There are sidewalks and curbside parking that parallel 
Avalon Boulevard on both sides of the street. 


On the east side of the street is a single family residence located iii i 


There is al hat extends in a north south direction across the front of the property. 
On the south side of the front yard was a 5' garden rake (Ev-9). Investigators had been told in the 
briefing that the suspect was seen carrying the rake prior to the shooting. 


A Sheriffs Patrol Car #$D3370 was stopped in the #1 lane ofnorth bound Avalon Boulevard. It was 


parked in a north, slightly west direction. Looking east from the car, it was between the property 
line o << | on driver's door was open and there were keys 
in the ignition. 

Scattered on the ground north of the car was an opened knife (Ev. #1) and six expended 9mm shell 
casings (Ev. #2-7). The shell casings were in the south bound lanes of Avalon Boulevard beginning 
at the center of the property at PERE a ea Ee continue north through the north 
property line of the same address. There was clothing (Ev-8) on the ground. These clothes were 


apparently worn by the suspect and was removed by paramedics while treating him at the scene. 


Investigators observed a large blood spot (Photographed Item #A) on Avalon Boulevard just west 
of the double lines between houses to the west and [Ito the east. 
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There was also paramedic debris strewn onthe ground, Refer to Homicide Investigation, Evidence 
List beginning on page 71 and Crime Scene Diagram, page 73. 


Weapon Used by Deputy Personnel: 

Deputy Froilan Dinco fired six rounds of Department issued ammunition from a Department issued 
Beretta, Model 92F, 9mm, semiautomatic pistol. Serial # BER IP. Six spent casing were 
recovered from the scene. 


Weapon Used by Suspect Vasquez: 
Suspect Vasquez was armed with a folding knife, with a 4" stainless steel blade with a serrated 


edge, “Flying Falcon, Green Beret" model. 


Property Damage: 


No property damage reported. 


Criminal Investigators and Status of Investigation: 

Sheriff Department Homicide Bureau Investigators, Detective Dawn Rretzlaff, E and 
Detective Mark Lilienfeld, AI were the lead investigators in the criminal investigation. At this 
point in time, the criminal investigation is concluded and stands inactive. Homicide Investigators 
opined that the suspect’s conduct prior to the shooting is consistent with that of a suicidal person 


On August 24, 2005, Deputy District Attorney William H. Johnson, of The Los Angeles County 
District attorney’s Justice System Integrity Division, authored a written response, in which he 
wrote, “Marvin Vasquez’s actions placed Deputy Froilian Dinco in imminent danger of great 
bodily injury and death. We find that the Deputy Dinco’s use of deadly force was both 
reasonable and necessary and that he acted in self-defense. Therefore we are closing our file 
and will take no further action in this matter.” (Refer to Exhibit D) 


Lighting and Weather Conditions: 


The shooting occurred at approximately 1:30 P.M.. The weather was clear and sunny, with natural 
lighting. 


Statements of Involved Employee: 
The following represents a summarization of the interviews conducted by Homicide Detectives. 


Froilan Abceoe Dinco: Deputy Dinco stated he was at Carson Sheriff's Station, when he heard radio 
traffic via Dispatch 9 that other deputies assigned to Carson Sheriff's Station were "Code 9" 
(following) behind an assault with a deadly weapon (ADW) suspect vehicle. 


Deputy Dinco began driving from Carson Sheriffs Station to the general area of Avalon Boulevard 
and Bonds Street when he heard radio traffic that the suspect had a traffic collision around the area 
of Marine and 245" Street. Deputy Dinco then took a containment position near the intersection of 
Avalon Boulevard and 248th Street. Outside his vehicle at his containment position, he saw Deputy 
Farrell standing in and around the area of 244" or 245" Street, just south of the railroad tracks on 
Avalon Boulevard. 
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While listening to radio traffic, Deputy Dinco heard that the suspect was running eastbound from 
Fries Avenue toward Avalon Boulevard. Due to the fact that Deputy Dinco is familiar with the area, 
he stayed at his containment position and watched as Deputy Farrell began pointing in a northbound 
direction. At this point in time, he got back into his patrol unit and parked his vehicle in the number 
one lane, northbound on Avalon Boulevard. 


Deputy Dinco then heard Deputy Kocisko, who was the observer in "Air 7" (helicopter) advise him that 
the suspect was headed in his direction. Deputy Dinco then observed several people running away from 
his general area and turned to see the suspect holding a white stick or pipe that was approximately four 
to 5 feet long in the front yard of a residence on Avalon Boulevard. 


Deputy Dinco told the suspect to "stop" and watched as the suspect threw the stick / pipe to the 
ground. As Deputy Dinco was watching the suspect, he drew his departmentally-issued handgun 
and watched as the suspect was crossing east to west across Avalon Boulevard, and south of Deputy 
Gaines. He stated that Deputy Gaines was positioned north of his location around the area of Bonds 
Street and Avalon Boulevard. 


Deputy Dinco stated that he gave several orders to the suspect to stop, but the suspect did not obey his 
orders. As Deputy Dinco continued to issue orders, the suspect continued walking toward him 
stating, "Fuck you, motherfucker! Fuck you!" 


Deputy Dinco then positioned himself in front of his vehicle continuing to order the suspect to stop and 
drop the knife. Deputy Dinco saw that the suspect had a knife in his right hand and was holding it at 
chest level as he was coming toward him. 


Deputy Dinco stated that when he first began issuing the suspect orders, the suspect was approximately 
25 fect away. He stated that despite the fact that he continued to give him orders to stop and drop the 
knife, the suspect continued to close the distance at a rapid pace. Due to the fact that the suspect 
would not comply with his verbal commands, Deputy Dinco became extremely frightened and fired 
“three to four" rounds at the suspect. At this time he heard the suspect say, "Oh shit,” and he (Dinco) 
took several steps back. 


The suspect began to advance yet again in Deputy Dinco's direction and again stated, "Fuck you, 
motherfucker!" Deputy Dinco reassessed the situation, backed up several steps, and again fired his 
duty weapon. Immediately after the shooting took place, Deputy Dinco stated that he asked the 
suspect, “Why didn't you listen to me? Why didn't you obey my commands?" 


Deputy Dinco recalled that the first volley of shots occurred when the suspect was approximately 10 
to 15 feet north of his location on Avalon Boulevard, and he recalled firing only three to four shots. He 
then recalled that the second volley of shots was as the suspect continued to advance and was 
approximately again 10 to 15 feet just north of his location. He stated that during this entire incident, 
he continued to back up and believed the suspect would have stabbed him with the knife if he had 
the opportunity. 


Employee Witnesses: 
Deputy Sheriff Mare Alan Boskovich: Deputy Boskovich indicated he was in a marked black and 


white radio car with his partner, Deputy William Wayde Farrell. Deputy Boskovich stated they 
overheard a radio call at approximately 1300 hours of an assault witha deadly weapon, just occurred. 
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He related that the address was in the 24800 block of South Fries Avenue and the victim was at the 
location. He further related that he could teli from the radio traffic that Deputies Resendez and Milroy 
were at the scene with Los Angeles County firefighter paramedics treating the victim. 


Deputy Boskovich stated that a radio broadcast was initiated and the suspect was described as being 
in a white Nissan with a license plate that was articulated in the broadcast. He stated it was also 
broadcast the suspect was possibly headed toward the Wilmington area. Deputy Boskovich and his 
partner, Deputy Farrell, decided to check the Wilmington area in case the suspect showed up. 
Wilmington is an area south of Carson, within the city of Los Angeles. 


Deputy Boskovich stated that as they were headed toward the Carson / Wilmington area, they heard 
emergency radio traffic and responded to the area of that traffic. He stated that this traffic indicated 
the suspect's vehicle had crashed into a light pole in the 24800 block of Fries Avenue and that 
neighhors had indicated the suspect was last seen jumping fencesand going eastbound through some 
backyards from that location toward Avalon Boulevard. 


Deputy Boskovich and his partner responded to the scene of the car crash. Deputy Boskovich 
stated that he got out on foot and started going in that direction through yards and over fences. He 
stated that Marine Avenue is the next north / south residential street directly east of Fries Avenue 
and when he reached that area, he was told by neighbors, as wel] as the radio traffic, that the suspect 
was continuing eastbound toward Avalon. He further related that he heard radio traffic indicating 
the suspect was still armed with a knife at that time. 


Deputy Boskovich stated he ultimately was able to make his way to Avalon Boulevard and he 
found himself in the rear alley behind the home located | This alley would 
have been just west of Avalon Boulevard. Deputy Boskovich stated he was on the west side of 
Avalon Boulevard and he heard radio traffic that the suspect was running eastbound toward Avalon 
Boulevard. He stated he was south of the suspect when he first spotted him. He said the suspect ran 
eastbound and did a loop or U-turn in the middle of the street. The suspect appeared to be walking 
somewhatina circle in the middle of Avalon Boulevard. He stated the suspect ran from the east side 
of Avalon Boulevard in a westbound direction and that he ran around a radio car that had been 
parked in the northbound lanes of traffic by Deputy Dinco. 


Deputy Boskovich stated that when he first saw Deputy Dinco, he (Deputy Dinco) was north and west 
of his (Deputy Dinco's) radio car. He stated that Deputy Dinco had his gun in his hands and was 
pointing it at the suspect and yelling commands to him that included for him to "drop the knife.” 
Deputy Boskovich stated that the suspect had his fists clenched at his sides and his arms were down 
toward his waist area. He stated he was actually south and west of the suspect, and Deputy Dinco was 
north and east of the suspect. Deputy Boskovich stated that he was actually in the line of fire of 
Deputy Dinco, were he to shoot at the suspect, and he attempted to get out of the line of fire by 
running northbound on Avalon Boulevard along the west side, on the parkway. 


Deputy Beskovich indicated that he saw the suspect "lunge" toward Deputy Dinco, and he watched as 
Deputy Dinco continued backing up in a north and east direction from the front of his radio car. He 
stated that as he was backing up, he ( Dinco) fired at least two rounds at the suspect. He stated that 
during this entire incident, he could see Deputy Dinco and hear that he was yelling at the suspect 
to, "Get down on the ground." He further related that after Deputy Dinco fired the first volley of 
shots, the suspect was bent at the waist but continued to "lunge" toward Deputy Dinco. 
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Deputy Boskovich stated that after the first volley of shots and the lunging of the suspect, Deputy 
Dinco continued backing up and fired two or three more shots. He stated at that point in time, the 
suspect then fell down onto the ground. He said the suspect was laying down on the ground with his 
arms to the side. He further related that as he ran up toward the suspect, he could see that he was 
bleeding quite a bit from his left upper back. 


Deputy Boskovich stated that he and Deputy Farrell then handcuffed the suspect. He could tell at that 
time that the suspect was breathing. While doing a search of the suspect for other weapons, Deputy 
Boskovich indicated that he removed an identification card and small black phonebook from the 
suspect's pocket. These items were ultimately given to Detectives and maintained in the case file. He 
stated he also saw a knife lying in the street approximately 2 feet south of the suspect's position. This 
knife was in the open position and was a small pocket type knife. 


Deputy William Wayde Farrell: Deputy Farrell stated that his normal assignment is as a Park 
Enforcement Team member working uniformed patrol. He stated that earlier in the day, he was 
assigned to work Unit 167F with Deputy Boskovich. 


Deputy Farrell went on to state that at approximately 1300 hours, they heard a radio call ofan "assault 
with a deadly weapon, boyfriend stabbed girlfriend in the jeg.’ He stated that they responded to the 
location of this call, which was the 24800 block of South Fries Avenue. He further related that prior 
to arriving there, they were directed to check the area of Wilmington, as the suspect's clothing and 
vehicle descriptions were broadcast, and it was believed he was possibly headed in that direction. 


Deputy Farrell further related that they then heard radio traffic indicating that the suspect had driven 
past the location and was on Fries Avenue. Deputy Farrell stated that the suspect crashed his car 
somewhere on Fries Avenue north of where he thought the incident occurred, and was last seen 
running eastbound through the yards. 


He and Deputy Boskovich responded to the scene of the car crash and started climbing over fences 
and walking through yards in an easterly direction from the 24500 block of South Fries Avenue. 
He stated as they were doing so, several witnesses pointed in an easterly direction indicating that the 
suspect had gone that way. He further related that he heard radio traffic that the suspect was seen 
somewhere in the 24500 block of South Avalon Boulevard, on the east side of the street. Deputy 
Farrell stated that witnesses said the suspect ran eastbound and into an alley east of Avalon 
Boulevard. 


Deputy Farrell said he heard two shots and then ran northbound on Avalon Boulevard. He stated he 
was on the east sidewalk running in a northbound direction. He heard Deputy Dinco yelling at the 
suspect to lie down and then heard two more gunshots. He stated he then saw Deputy Dinco yelling 
and pointing his gun at the suspect. He further related that the radio car ( Dinco's ) was south of the 
suspect's position. He said that his partner, Deputy Boskovich, was running on the west side of 
Avalon Boulevard in a northbound direction during this time. 


Deputy Farrell could not estimate exactly where Deputy Dinco was standing at the time this incident 
occurred. He did say that Deputy Dinco was approximately "one lane away" from the suspect. He did 
not hear the suspect say anything, and Deputy Dinco was very upset and pacing around after the 
shooting. He overheard Deputy Dinco say, "God damn it, why didn't you listen to me? Why didn't 
you just lie down?" 
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Deputy Tony Pachot: Deputy Pachot stated that on this particular incident, he was flying the "Air 
7° helicopter and Deputy Todd Kocisko was his observer. Deputy Pachot stated that at 1310 to 1315 
hours, he overheard an assault with a deadly weapon call in Carson's area. While flying to this 
particular location, Deputy Pachot also heard that the suspect had fled in a vehicle and Carson units 
were "Code 9". 


As Deputies Pachot and Kocisko were flying overhead in the containment area, both Deputy 
Kocisko and Deputy Pachot saw a male matching the description of the suspect running eastbound 
across Avalon Boulevard. Deputy Kocisko then directed Carson Sheriff's Station units to the 
suspect's general area and advised them that the suspect grabbed a 3 to 4 foot pipe. During this time 
Deputies Kocisko and Pachot also witnessed the suspect running through yards and gates, sending 
various civilians running in different directions. 


Deputy Pachot watched as he observed the suspect run southbound past the radio car on Avalon 
Boulevard and observed Deputy Dinco get out of his vehicle ( driver's side ) and walk towards the 
suspect. Deputy Pachot stated that he then watched as the suspect advanced towards Deputy Dinco's 
position. Deputy Pachot stated he did not see the actual shooting but saw the suspect fall to the 
ground. 


Deputy Pachot was adamant that he saw the suspect running towards Deputy Dinco, and Deputy 
Dinco continued backing up just prior to seeing the suspect fall to the ground. He stated during that 
time, he watched as the suspect "lunged" at Deputy Dinco several times with his arms in a "slicing 
motion". Deputy Pachot recalled that the suspect was approximately 30 to 40 feet northeast of the 
radio car when the incident began, and at the conclusion of the incident, he was approximately 4 to 
5 feet away from Deputy Dinco. During the entire incident Deputy Pachot stated he was 
approximately 400 to 500 feet above ground level. 


Deputy Todd Kocisko: Deputy Kocisko stated he isa pilot, but was working the date of the incident 
as an observer with Deputy Pachot. Deputy Kocisko stated he heard that Carson Sheriff's Station patrol 
were Code 9, (following a suspect) in a vehicle. He stated he also heard that the vehicle had crashed 
into a light pole and the suspect was now on foot traveling in an eastbound direction. Deputy Kocisko 
stated that he and Deputy Pachot responded via their helicopter and arrived within approximately 
a minute anda half. He said that they assisted in setting up a containment, and he was communicating 
with the ground units (via the patch) talking on Carson's dispatch frequency, which is Dispatch 9. 


Deputy Kocisko first observed the suspect east of Avalon Boulevard. This man was wearing short black 
pants, no shirt, had a shaved head and was Hispanic. He said the suspect was walking and running in 
a zigzag pattern northbound through the alley. He attempted to coordinate the ground units by 
identifying them using the rooftop numbers on the radio cars. 


Deputy Kocisko watched as the suspect walked through a gate and alongside a house, walking in 
a westbound direction towards Avalon Boulevard. He said the suspect picked up what appeared to 
be a pipe or piece of PVC tubing that was white or silver in color. Deputy Kocisko estimated that 
its length was 4 to 5 feet. (In fact what the suspect had picked up was a yard rake that had a white, 
approximate 5-foot, wooden handle.) 


Deputy Kocisko watched as the suspect walked to the front yard of a residence on the east side of 
Avalon Boulevard. 
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There were four or five people in this front yard and they appeared to scatter as the suspect walked 
into the front yard. He stated that he continued watching as the suspect dropped what he thought was 
a pipe in tke front yard. The suspect then walked westbound towards the street and ran southbound 
on Avalon Boulevard. He said that in the middle of Avalon Boulevard, the suspect initiated a U-turn 
on foot and then started running and walking northbound on Avalon Boulevard. 


Deputy Kocisko stated that he could see that Deputy Dinco was out of his radio car and giving 
commands to the suspect. Deputy Kocisko stated that the suspect appeared to be waving his arms 
wildly and was moving them in what appeared to him to be "slashing motions." He stated that 
Deputy Dinco continued backing up and holding his weapon in a "combat stance." He further 
related the suspect then fell down and was holding his stomach. Deputy Kocisko indicated that 
because of the helicopter noise and the distance that they were above the incident, he could not 
actually hear or see the gunshots. He did indicate that he knew the suspect had been shot and he 
immediately requested paramedics via sheriffs radio. 


Deputy Kocisko said the suspect originally was spotted by him outside of the containment, that being 
the east side of Avalon Boulevard. He further related that the suspect appeared to run or jog in a 
somewhat slow manner as he was watching his activities. 


Deputy Kocisko stated that he was able to communicate with Deputy Dinco regarding the suspect's 
conduct and activities by identifying Deputy Dinco through the rooftop number on top of his radio 
car. Deputy Kocisko saw other deputies handcuff the suspect immediately after he fell to the ground 
and then watched as the deputies attempted to aid the suspect. 


Deputy Eugene Gaines Deputy Gaines stated that he is currently assigned to Unit #167A and was 
on a containment spot at Bonds Street and Avalon Boulevard. He stated that this particular position 
was a containment position and was just north of the railroad tracks on the west side of the street, 
north of where the shooting occurred. 


Deputy Gaines stated that he saw the suspect running on the east side of Avalon Boulevard and 
watched as the suspect ran in a northwest direction. He then saw the suspect begin to run 
southbound on Avalon Boulevard towards his location, then run in a southwest direction towards 
a residential area. Due to the fact that Deputy Gaines was concerned the suspect might be able to 
get outside the containment area, he ran back to his vehicle so he could have a better vantage point 
of the north side of the perimeter. 


Deputy Gaines described the suspect as being a male Hispanic, with dark pants and no shirt. He 
could hear radio traffic from the helicopter overhead, directing other deputies to the suspect's exact 
location. At this point in time, Deputy Gaines stated that he heard two "pops", which he later 
realized were gunshots, and saw Deputy Dinco standing over the suspect.

Vasquez for approximately three months. Ms said that when Suspect Vasquez was not 
staying with her, he lived at his

Ms. SE stated that during their Suspect Vasquez would become extremely 
jealous, and at different points in time in thei she was not allowed to look at other men 
who were in their general area. 


Victim YA that on one occasion she observed Suspect Vasquez ingesting narcotics, 
but did not know what it was. She believed this narcotic was either crystal methamphetamine or 
cocaine, but was not sure. This particular incident happened just before Christmas, and there has not 
been another incident regarding narcotics since that date. Victim ated Suspect Vasquez 
was extremely aftaid of reporting to his parole officer due to the fact that he might test "dirty." 


Victim [EE stated that at midnight on the date of this particular incident, Suspect Vasquez 
telephoned her at her place of employment and requested she come and pick him up. When Victim 
BE cca she was unable to pick him up, he became extremely angry, agitated, and 
complained to her, stating that he was going to sleep in the streets. 


When Victim {EB inquired as to his whereabouts, Suspect Vasquez told her to pick him up on 
Avalon at an unknown residence. Due to the fact that Victim A N unable to leave her 


location at the time, she just went back to sleep. 


Sometime later that morning, Suspect Vasquez called Victim Hein and requested that she 
come and pick him up at his friend {ii house. Victim [EEE drove to Buse and picked 
up Suspect Vasquez, commenting that he looked "strange.” She estimated the time she was able to 
pick up Suspect Vasquez at approximately noon or 1:00 p.m. At this pointin time, Victim] 

then drove to her apartment and noticed that Suspect Vasquez was becoming increasingly agitated. 


A short time after both Victim d Suspect Vasquez returned to her apartment, the suspect 
believed that Victim as hiding someone in the home. Suspect Vasquez then accused her 
of having sex with an unknown male and began arguing with her. At this point, Suspect Vasquez 


became increasingly agitated and began to cry. He then called his [telling her he was "doing fine.” 
Suspect Vasquez then threw the phone and became increasingly upset after he realized that his

The suspect then called his friend, | Eas stated, "I love you, but I can't be there to help you 
anymore." Suspect Vasquez then pulled out a knife and stabbed Victim More time in her right 
thigh. Victim [vas extremely surprised by this action and believed he would stab her again. 
At this point in time, Suspect Vasquez picked up a three to 4-foot-long curtain rod, which had been 
broken. He began striking Victim [with this wooden curtain rod, and the victim's smal] 

began striking Suspect Vasquez in an attempt to protect his During this brief altercation inside 
the victim's apartment, Suspect Vasquez told Victim | sa believed that the victim and his 


HE ere “setting him up.” 


Suspect Vasquez then forced both viini an her minor nto the vehicle and began 
driving around in the cities of Long Beach, Los Angeles, and Carson. As Suspect Vasquez was 
driving Victim Man her fhroughout the area, Victim [became increasingly 
nervous and began shaking. During this time, Suspect Vasquez repeatedly stated that he believed 
Victim 2: cheating on him. During the entire time that Suspect Vasquez was driving the 
vehicle, Victim [MJ continued to try to calm him down and pacified him stating that 
everything would be okay. 
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Victim EE stated that in order to stop the bleeding from her wound, she tied it with one of 
her pajama pants. 


Just prior to arriving at Suspect Vasquez’ EEE home, he stopped at the comer of Del Amo and 
Santa Fe Avenue and purchased four bundles of flowers. Victim HE stated that he did not 
get out of the car to complete the transaction, and if he had, she would have driven the car away and 


left him at the location. 


During this entire time, the victim stated that she was extremely afraid for herself and for her I 
She also stated that during the entire incident, Suspect Vasquez was driving the vehicle, he had the 
knife open and sitting on his lap in plain view. She was not with the suspect willingly, and said she 
felt forced to accompany him, fearing for her safety and that of her [i 


After arriving uu the city of Carson, Suspect Vasguez, Victim and 
her Wal] exited the vehicle and entered the residence. Victim [began to feel dizzy and 
advised the family not to call the Sheriff's. One of the family members inside the location did 
ultimately call the Sheriff's Department and requested paramedics. At this point in time, Suspect 
Vasquez left the residence, entered the vehicle, and drove away from the location. 


Atsome point a short time later, after paramedics had arrived at the residence, deputy sheriffs from 
the Carson Sheriff's Station were conducting an interview with Victim and the other 
residents. At the conclusion of this interview, as deputies were leaving the location, they observed 
Suspect Vasquez driving Victim Vehicle past the front of the residence and heard him say, 
"Puck you," in a very loud voice. 


Due to the fact that Victim [EG was extremely frightened, she did not leave the residence at 
this time. She stated she was extremely afraid and was worried he would return back to the location. 
Deputy personnel then transported her to the Carson Sheriff's Station after being treated by 
paramedics. 


Victim EEE astly related that Suspect Vasquez told her he wanted to Kill himself and "this 
world's too hard for me." 


Civilian Witnesses: 

Witness id she was sitting on her living room couch which faces west 
toward Avalon Boulevard when she heard police sirens. She heard someone outside on the south side 
of her home. She saw a Hispanic male (Suspect Vasquez) holding her garden rake in one hand and 
a knife in the other. The blade to the knife was in the open position. The male was wearing black 
pants and no shirt. 


ran outside to her front yard along with her ens her| 
By this time the suspect was standing in the middle of Avalon Boulevard. He had dropped 


the rake in her front yard but was still holding the knife in his hand. 


A uniformed Sheriff's Deputy arrived at the location in a marked Sheriff's patrol vehicle. The deputy 
exited his vehicle and shouted several commands at the suspect telling him to drop the knife and 
get down on the ground. The suspect ignored the commands, walked around in circles and appeared 
agitated. 
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At one point, the suspect raised the knife above his head. The deputy continued yelling commands at 
the suspect. The suspect then walked at the deputy with the knife still in hand. 


Hest: mated the suspect to be approximately eight feet from the deputy and still walking toward 

him, The deputy fired a couple shots at the suspect in quick succession apparently striking the 
suspect. The suspect fell to the ground old Investigators that she would have been in fear 
for her life if she had been in the deputies position. She said "I feel for that cop, | really did and feel 
very bad for him for the predicament he was in. My heart goes out. I've lived on Avalon Boulevard 
for 35 years and I've never seen a cop's life in jeopardy before. I feel sorry for him." 


Witness ee: he was inside his home preparing lunch when he 


heard the sounds of several police sirens outside his home as well as a helicopter overhead. 
tepped outside the side door on the north side of hishome. He saw the suspect standing 
near a tree on the west side of Avalon Boulevard north of his property. 


A uniformed deputy sheriff was standing outside of his marked patrol vehicle in the middle of 
Avalon Boulevard just north of| HE >: operty. The suspect was holding an unknown object 
in his hand. The deputy shouted commands 2 -3 times at the suspect get down and drop the object. 


The suspect then ran east across Avalon Boulevard toward the deputy. The deputy side stepped to get 
away from the suspect and repositioned toward the front of his vehicle. The suspect appeared 
frustrated. He clenched his fists and snapped his arms down to his sides. The suspect then lunged 
forward toward the deputy. He got within ten feet from the deputy when the deputy fired several shots 
striking the suspect. Mesti mated the time from when he first saw the suspect on the west 
side of Avalon Boulevard near the tree to the time the shooting occurred to be 10 - 15 seconds. 


Witness ME ia she was inside her room at her residence around 1330 


hours. She overheard her [fin the living room telling someone "We have kids, we don't want 
any problems can you please get ou valked out to the living room and saw a Hispanic male 
wearing black pants and no shirt. This male had a tattoo across his stomach and was sweating 
profusely. The male was holding a knife in his hand in the open position and was trying to conceal 
it in the palm of his hand. 


The male uu he had kids too. nen walked in the room and 
told the male "Can you please get out.” The male then walked out of the house. I walked to 
her room to call the police. A couple minutes later she heard gunshots outside. She walked outside and 
saw the same male that entered her house with the knife now lying on Avalon Boulevard. She did not 


witness the shooting. 


Witness aid he was with some family member returning from church. 
They stopped at "Dominicks Restaurant" ( 24209 Avalon Boulevard, Carson 310 834-8990) to eat 
lunch. He said he was outside the restaurant having a cigarette. He said his uu 


was also outside the restaurant. 
M: 2a he suddenly saw numerous patrol cars arriving on Avalon Boulevard. He also 
saw a helicopter circling overhead. 
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He said he saw four patrol cars arrive and watched as the deputies got out of the cars. He said 
suddenly a male Hispanic ran from the east side of Avalon Boulevard west, into the street toward 
the deputies. He described the male running as in what resembled an "S" pattern, and suggested the 
male may have been confused. He said the deputies seemed startled when they saw him. Mr 
Pe he did not think the deputies knew he was there when they arrived. 


Mr [Bad he saw two deputies coming from the north east toward the male. He said they 
had their hands on their guns. He said he next heard several gunshots in rapid succession. He 
estimated he heard more than four shots, but less than ten. He believed both deputies shot the male. 
He said the male turned slightly, and Kaw a “glint of metal" from an object in the male's 
right hand, which he held near his waistband. The male then fell to the ground and paramedics 
later arrived and began treating him. 


When asked, Mr RE s2ic he did not hear either the male Hispanic or the deputies say 
anything prior to the shooting. When. asked, said the male could have fled the scene. 
He said it seemed as if "He wanted to get shot.” 


I Mr. HB said he was with several family members at "Dominicks 
Restaurant" on Avalon Boulevard. He said he was outside the restaurant and saw numerous 
Sheriffs’ patrol cars driving up and down Avalon Boulevard. He said a patrol car eventually 
stopped north of the railroad tracks on Avalon Boulevard. He said three other patrol cars stopped 
south of the tracks a short distance from the first patrol car. He said the deputies appeared to be 
blocking the street from both north and south traffic. 


Mr Ci the deputy on the north side of the tracks was directing pedestrians to "get back,” 
when a male Hispanic ran from the cast side of Avalon Boulevard into the street. He said the deputy 
on the north side of the railroad tracks began chasing the male. He said the male and the deputy 
ran in the street in a hap-hazzard pattern, eventually heading toward the other deputies. He said 
as the male Hispanic ran, he held his right hand near his waistband. He said another deputy shot the 
male as he was running. Mr said he heard three shots and ducked down. He did not have 
anything further to add so the interview was concluded 


Witness RE s 121-4 that at approx. 1400 hours, he was driving his 
vehicle northbound in the number one lane on Avalon Boulevard. He stated that he was 
approximately 500 yards south of Sepulveda Boulevard, (south of the railroad tracks). 


As he was traveling northbound on Avalon Boulevard just passing Lomita, he observed a Sheriff's 
helicopter overhead. He stated that at this point in time, several vehicles were driving northbound 
in front of him and they continued northbound, not yielding for deputy personnel. 


Mr. m --- he watched as a uniformed deputy sheriff stopped and exited a marked Sheriff's 
vehicle. This person was later identified as Deputy Dinco. He stated that Deputy Dinco exited the 
vehicle and confronted a male Hispanic, whom he described as 6 feet tall, wearing dark pants and 
tennis shoes. 


He watched as the suspect ran eastbound across Avalon Boulevard and then stopped. The suspect 


then turned around and ran back southbound, toward Deputy Dinco. He stated that as the suspect 
tumed around, Deputy Dinco was giving him commands to "stop" and “get on the ground.” 
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Mx EB stated thet after the second or third time that Deputy Dinco issued these commands 
and the suspect did not comply, Deputy Dinco shot the suspect two to three times. He stated that the 
suspect hesitated and then began to run again, and at this point in time, Deputy Dinco shot him an 
additional two to three times. He stated that as the suspect fell to the ground, Deputy Dinco walked 
up and "shot him in the back.” 


maua that he was approximately 40 to 45 feet away from this entire incident and he had 
a clear view. During the entire interview, Mr. [referred to Deputy Dinco as “they,” and 
when questioned by Detective Retzlaff as to how many shocter deputies there were, he replied, 
"Only one,” and he resembled an "Asian.” Deputy Dinco is Filipino. 


Immediately after the shooting, Mr. JE recalled an additional deputy sheriff wearing a white 
polo shirt run up to the suspect and point his gun at the suspect's head. 


Mr. RE stated that during the incident, he intermittently ducked down on the front seat of his 
vehicle because he was extremely frightened and did not want to be struck by gunfire. 


During the latter part of this conversation, Mr. BR hanged his statement and said that the 


suspect had nothing in his hands. He also stated that he felt he must speak up for the suspect's 
"family's interest.”

The Justice System Integrity Division of the Los Angeles County District Attorney’s Office has 
completed its review of the January 30, 2005 fatal shooting of Marvin Vasquez by Los Angeles 
County Sheriff's Deputy Froilan Dinco. We have concluded that Deputy Dinco acted lawfully in 


self-defense during this incident. 


The following analysis is based upon reports prepared by the Los Angeles County Sheriff's 
Department (LASD), Homicide Bureau, and submitted to this office on June 14, 2005 by 
Detectives Mark Lillienfeld and Dawn Retzlaff. The District Attorney’s Command Post was 
notified of this incident and De ity District Attorney Michael Pettersen and District Attomey 
Senior Investigator| immediately responded to the scene. They were given a 
briefing and a walk-through of the scene by investigators. No compelled statements were 
considered as part of this analysis. 


FACTUAL ANALYSIS

Marvin Vasquez’ knife was found at the scene near his body, along with the five foot garden

Califomia law Permits the use of. deadly force in self-defense or in the defense of others if it 
reasonably appears to the person claiming such Tight that he actually and teasonably believed that he

Actual danger is not necessary to justify the use of deadly force in self-defense or the defense of 
others.

Marvin Vasquez’ actions Placed Deputy Froilan Dinco in imminent danger of great bodily injury 
and death. We find that Deputy Dinco’s use of deadly force was both reasonable and necessary, 
and that he acted in self-defense, Therefore, we are closing our file and will take no further 
action in this matter.
